the  Morley  Corporation. 


QUINQUENNIAL  SURVEY  REPORT. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the 
year  ending  1925. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  issued  a  Memorandum  setting 
out  the  order  in  which  each  of  the  various  items  shall  be  dealt 
with  in  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Annual  Report,  presum¬ 
ably  with  the  intention  of  securing  uniformity  in  such  reports 
as  between  one  town  and  another. 

The  Memorandum  referred  to  requires  that  the  Medical 
Officer’s  Report,  once  in  every  five  years,  shall  be  written  as 
a  Survey  Report,  dealing  comprehensively  with 

(a)  The  Measure  of  Progress  made  in  the  area  during  the 
preceding  five  years  in  the  improvement  of  the  public 
health . 
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(b)  The  extent  and  character  of  the  changes  made  during 
that  period  in  the  public  health  services  of  the  area, 
(e.g.,  housing,  water  supply,  sewerage,  scavenging 
or  refuse  disposal,  food  inspection,  or  other  services 
affecting  the  environment  of  the  inhabitants ;  and 
maternity  and  child  welfare  schemes,  schemes  for 
the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  and  venereal  diseases, 
provision  of  isolation  hospitals,  or  other  services 
directed  to  the  prevention  or  cure  of  disease  in  indi¬ 
viduals)  . 

(c)  Any  further  action  of  importance  in  the  organisation 
or  development  of  public  health  services  contem¬ 
plated  by  the  Local  Authority  or  considered  desirable 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Report  for  the  year  1925  is  written  as  a  Survey 
Report. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITION  OF  THE 

BOROUGH. 

Area  and  Population. 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  now  3,385  acres,  at  which 
figure  it  has  remained  since  1891,  when  621  acres  were  added 
by  including  the  Township  of  Churwell  and  part  of  the  Urban 
District  of  West  Ards  ley. 

The  population  of  Morley  according  to  the 
Census  of  1911  was  24,282 
Census  of  1921  was  23,934

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From  the  census  return  for  1921,  it  appears  that  there 
were  5,975  private  families  in  Morley,  who  were  housed  in 
5,966  private  dwellings. 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  4  Wards,  with  a  density  popu¬ 
lation  at  the  1921  census  of  7.1  persons  per  acre,  as  follows  :  —

The  rateable  value  of  the  Borough  in  1921  was  £116,786, 
and  in  1925  it  was  £119,630;  the  number  of  Parliamentary 
Local  Government  Electors  was  12,313  in  1921,  and  12,556  in 
1925.  A  penny  rate  is  estimated  to  produce  £432  19s.  4d.  for 
the  year  1925. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  Area 
of  the  Borough. 

Morley  is  situated  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  and 
is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  City  of  Leeds,  on  the  East  by 
the  Ardsley  (East  and  West)  Urban  District,  on  the  South 
by  the  Borough  of  Batley,  and  on  the  West  by  the  BirstaU 
and  Gildersome  Urban  Districts. 

It  is  situated  on  the  ridge  of  hills  which  divide  the  water¬ 
sheds  of  the  Rivers  Aire  and  Oalder. 

The  greater  portion  drains  to  the  River  Aire,  and  conse¬ 
quently  the  bulk  of  the  sewage  is  dealt  with  on  works  in  that 
part. 

The  part  which  drains  to  the  Oalder  is  sparsely  populated 
and  the  small  amount  of  sewage  from  that,  area  is  dealt  with 
on  works  situated  near  to  the  boundary  on  that  part  of  the 
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watershed,  except  the  sewage  from  about  20  houses  which  is 
connected  by  arrangement  to  a  sewer  owned  by  the  Batley 
Corporation. 

On  the  other  hand  a  small  quantity  of  sewage  is  received 
by  arrangement  into  the  Morley  Corporation  sewers  from  the 
adjoining  Ardsley  District. 

Geologically  Morley  is  situated  on  fine  sandstone  over¬ 
laying  the  middle  coal  measures.  The  sandstone  has  in  years 
gone  by  been  extensively  quarried  for  building  purposes,  but 
the  quarries  have  gradually  receded  from  the  central  parts  of 
the  town  to  the  agricultural  areas  on  the  south  side,  both 
within  and  just  over  the  borough  boundary. 

A  few  years  ago  coal  was  extensively  mined  in  Morley, 
but  the  industry  has  grown  less  and  less.  Some  of  the  col¬ 
lieries  have  already  been  worked  out,  and  others  have  a  less 
output. 

The  district  is  traversed  by  the  Leeds  and  Manchester 
branch  of  the  London,  Midland  and  Scottish  Railway  (passing 
for  much  of  its  extent  through  the  Borougdi  in  the  Morley 
Tunnel,  above  which  the  town  is  situated)  and  by  a  branch 
line  of  the  London  and  North-Eastern  Railway  between  Brad¬ 
ford  and  Wakefield. 

The  surface  features  of  Morley  are  undulaiting,  and  owing 
to  that  fact  there  is  very  little  sub-soil  water.  In  addition  to 
this,  the  colliery  workings,  the  natural  fissures  in  the  rock, 
and  to  a  certain  extent  the  railway  tunnel,  all  play  an  impor¬ 
tant  part  in  further  draining  the  sub-soil  water  away. 


Occupations  and  Industries. 

The  industries  which  are  carried  on  in  Morley  (in  addition 
to  the  coal  mining  and  stone  quarrying),  consist  chiefly  of  the 
various  branches  of  the  textile  trade. 
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The  staple  trade  of  Morley  is  textile,  and  there  are  many 
cloth  factories  in  the  town. 

There  is  a  large  factory  for  making  miners’  safety  lamps, 
at  which  place  an  increasing  trade  is  being  done  in  making 
and  cutting  fine  glass,  both  for  utility  and  ornamental  pur¬ 
poses. 

There  is  also  a  wholesale  jam  and  toffee  factory  and 
bakery  combined,  and  a  large  tannery,  which  is  situated 
partly  in  Morley  and  partly  in  the  Leeds  area. 

All  these  places  find  employment  for  the  men  and  women 
of  the  town  and  a  considerable  number  of  mill  operatives 
come  in  from  the  surrounding  districts,  whilst  on  the  other 
hand  many  find  employment  in  the  adjoining  city  of  Leeds. 

I  am  not  aware  that  any  of  the  trades  or  businesses  which 
are  carried  on  in  Morley  are  injurious  to  the  health  of  the 
operatives  engaged  therein,  with  the  possible  exception  of  a 
horse  hair  business,  from  which  an  occasional  case  of  anthrax 
has  been  reported. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
WITHIN  THE  BOROUGH. 

(1)  Tuberculosis. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for 
dealing  with  this,  and  cases  of  tuberculosis  receiving  sana¬ 
torium  treatment  are  removed  to  one  of  the  sanatoria  provided 

by  that  Authority,  none  of  which  are  situated  within  the 
Borough. 

A  County  Council  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  Nurse  attend 
Morley  on  certain  fixed  days  every  week,  and  give  both  advice 
and  treatment  to  persons  affected  with  tuberculosis. 
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Maternity. 

Tlie  Morley  Hall  Maternity  Home  is  a  municipal  institu¬ 
tion  which  well  supplies  the  needs  of  the  Borough.  There  is 
a  resident  staff  and  a  visiting  Medical  Superintendent  (with 
telephonic  communication),  all  of  which  are  appointed  by  the 
Town  Council,  and  a  special  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health 
Committee  is  responsible  for  the  entire  management. 

Patients  may  be  attended  by  their  own  medical  attendant 
if  they  so  wish,  and  the  home  is  available  for  persons  both 
within  and  outside  the  Borough.  There  is  some  intention  of 
enlarging  the  home,  but  the  scheme  is  not  far  enough 
advanced  to  say  exactly  what  will  be  done  in  that  respect. 

The  home  is  nominally  for  ordinary  confinements  in  con¬ 
nection  with  which  simple  surgical  operations  can  be  under¬ 
taken  if  necessary,  but  difficult  surgical  cases  would  be  sent 
to  Leeds  Infirmary. 

Hay  Nursery,  Clinic  and  Child  Welfare. 

A  Hay  Nursery  was  in  operation  in  Morley  up  to  1922, 
but  it  was  then  closed  on  account  of  the  bad  state  of  trade, 
when  it  became  more  or  less  unnecessary  because  the  mothers 
(many  of  whom  go  out  to  work)  were  then  at  liberty  to  nurse 
their  babies  themselves. 

A  School  Clinic  is  held  in  premises  which  are  both  well 
adapted  and  conveniently  situated,  at  which  the  School  Medi¬ 
cal  Officer  and  Bentist  are  assisted  by  the  School  Nurse. 

A  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  also  open  at  the  same  premises, 
at  each  session  of  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
assisted  by  the  Health  Visitor  and  a  number  of  lady  helpers. 

Fever  Hospitals. 

An  Infectious  Fever  Hospital  is  provided  in  Bruntcliffe 
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Lane,  with  resident  nursing  staff  and  a  caretaker.  The  cases 
are  attended  by  a  visiting  medical  superintendent,  who  is  in 
telephonic  communication. 

Enteric  Fever  and  Scarlet  Fever  are  the  only  two  kinds 
of  sickness  admitted,  but  there  has  been  some  consideration 
given  to  the  question  of  admitting  Diphtheria;  so  far,  how¬ 
ever,  such  cases  are  being  treated  at  home. 

The  Hospital  has  24  beds  exclusively  for  the  use  of 
Morley  inhabitants.  There  is  also  a  suitable  administration 
block  and  quarantine  buildings,  with  accommodation  for  four 
separate  families.  Proper  steam  disinfecting  plant  and  steam 
laundry  are  also  provided  here. 


Small-pox. 

The  Small-pox  Hospital  is  a  temporary  structure  with  a 
resident  caretaker,  whose  duty  it  is  to  have  the  hospital  always 
ready  to  receive  patients  at  very  short  notice.  There  is 
accommodation  for  20  patients,  and  all  necessary  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  medical  staff  and  nurses.  Happily  only  one  case  has 
been  treated  there  since  its  erection  about  25  years  ago. 


Venereal  Diseases,  Etc. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  is  the  authority  for 
dealing  with  this  disease,  and  the  centre  nearest  available  to 
Morley  is  at  Leeds,  4|  miles  away,  but  easily  accessible  by 
tramcar  or  train. 

At  Leeds  also  there  is  an  Infirmary  and  Public  Dispensary 
available  to  the  inhabitants  of  Morley,  who  contribute  volun¬ 
tarily  towards  its  support. 

There  is  neither  a.  Maternity  Hospital  nor  a  Children’s 
Hospital  in  Morley,  and  where  anything  is  required  beyond 
that  which  is  provided  for  in  Morley  it  becomes  necessary  for 
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Morley  people  to  avail  themselves  of  the  very  valuable  ser¬ 
vices  which  are  afforded  by  the  Leeds  General  Infirmary  or 
the  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital.  Many  do  this. 

There  is  no  special  hospital  or  other  such  provision  for 
unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  or  homeless  children 
in  Morley,  but  all  such  are  eligible  for  admission  to  any  of 
the  Morley  Institutions  equally  with  married  mothers  or 
legitimate  children. 


Ambulance  Facilities  . 

A  horse  ambulance  is  provided  by  the  Corporation  for 
use  in  connection  with  infectious  sickness.  This  vehicle  is 
not  required  to  go  outside  the  Borough,  and  therefore  its 
longest  journey  does  not  exceed  two  miles  from  the  hospital, 
and  it  is  found  that  a,  horse  vehicle  best  suits  the  purpose. 

The  case  is  different  in  dealing  with  accidents,  where  a 
long  journey  to  Leeds  or  even  further  is  necessary,  and  to  deal 
with  these  cases  the  Town  Council  has  replaced  the  old  horse 
ambulance  with  a  new  motor  ambulance. 

The  change  is  much  appreciated,  and  the  ambulance  is  in 
constant  demand,  not  only  in  case  of  accident,  but  where 
surgical  cases,  etc.,  require  to  be  taken  to  Leeds  Infirmary  or 
Leeds  Maternity  Home,  etc. 


Professional  Nursing  at  Home. 

The  Morley  District  Nursing  Association,  which  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  public  subscriptions,  provide  two  trained  nurses  for 
Morley  and  District.  Very  useful  work  is  done  by  this  Asso¬ 
ciation,  and  it  is  very  much  appreciated  by  the  people  whom 
they  serve.  These  are  not  available  in  case  of  infectious 
diseases. 
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They  are  the  only  nurses  which  are  provided  for  home 
nursing,  but  the  Town  Council  have  powers  which  enable 
them  to  provide  nurses  for  nursing  infectious  sickness  at 
home  whenever  they  consider  such  a  course  would  be  desir¬ 
able.  So  far  there  has  not  arisen  any  occasion  for  them  to 
engage  such  nurses. 

Mid  wives. 

The  West  Tiding  County  Council  is  the  authority  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  control  of  these,  and  the  needs  of  the  town  appear 
to  be  well  supplied,  with  the  services  of  the  three  midwives 
whx>  practise  here. 


Mortuaries. 

There  are  mortuaries  provided  at  both  infectious  diseases 
hospitals,  and  the  Corporation  have  (within  the  review  period 
of  this  report)  provided  a  public  mortuary  for  general  use. 
Such  provision  has  supplied  a  long  felt  need,  because  previ¬ 
ously  post-mortem  examinations  were  undertaken  in  private 
houses,  which  was  exceedingly  objectionable.  The  mortuary 
is  well  fit  up  for  such  examinations. 

Laboratory  Work. 

During  these  past  few  years  the  facilities  which  are 
afforded  by  the'  West  Tiding  County  Council  Laboratory  have 
been  increasingly  taken  advantage  of.  The  Pathological  and 
Bacteriological  examination  of  sputum,  throat  swabs,  etc.,  is 
commonly  resorted  to  by  the  local  medical  practitioners,  and 
in  addition  the  school  authorities  swab  the  throats  of  school 
children  before  they  are  re-admitted  to  school  after  having 
recovered  from  such  ailments  as  diphtheria. 

Samples  of  milk  from  suspected  cows  are  also  sent  for 
examination,  and  in  a  general  way  the  laboratories  are  made 
use  of  whenever  they  can  profitably  be  made  use  of. 
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Anti-toxin  is  supplied  by  the  Corporation  free  of  charge 
for  use  in  connection  with  diphtheria,  in  every  instance  where 
the  medical  attendant  requires  a  supply.  It  is  kept  in  stock 
at  the  Health  Offices  and  may  be  obtained  at  any  hour. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH. 
General  Administration. 

The  general  administration  of  all  public  health  measures 
remains  unchanged.  In  addition  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  who  is  also  the  School  Medical  Officer,  the  staff 
includes  a  part-time  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Fever 
Hospital  and  of  the  Maternity  Home,  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
who  is  a  Member  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute  and  holds 
the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Certificate  and  the  Meat  Inspector’s 
Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute.  He  is  responsible 
with  the  assistance  of  a  foreman,  for  the  scavenging  work  and 
for  the  supervision  of  disinfection.  Clerical  assistance  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Town  Council. 

I 

The  Health  Visitor  is  a  full-time  officer,  and  she  is  quali¬ 
fied  both  in  nursing  and  midwifery.  She  is  an  Associate  of 
the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  and  holds  the  Health  Visitor’s 
Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute. 

Separate  nursing  staffs  are  provided  in  connection  with 
the  Hospital  and  the  Maternity  Home,  and  in  addition  the 
Town  Council  (as  Education  Authority)  provide  a  School 
Nurse,  a  part-time  School  Dentist  and  'a  part-time  School 
Medical  Officer  to  assist  with  the  work  in  that  department. 
The  West  Riding  County  Council  provide  a  visiting  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer  and  a  Nurse  to  assist  in  that  work. 

The  members  of  the  staff  work  together  as  a  Department 
responsible  for  the  carrying  out  of  highly  important  duties, 
and  it  is  well  organised  and  co-ordinated. 
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The  Borough  is  well  provided  with  the  necessary  facilities 
for  the  administration  of  all  matters  relating  to  public  health 
control,  and  the  Town  Council  have  special  powers  and  duties 
relating  to  sanitation  and  public  health  conferred  upon  them 
by  the  several  Morley  Corporation  Acts  of  Parliament. 


Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  of  the  town  is  provided  for  by  the 
Corporation  Waterworks,  and  it  is  satisfactory  in  every  respect, 
both  in  regard  to  quantity  and  quality.  It  is  gathered  from 
the  moorlands  on  the  borders  of  the  county,  some  21  miles 
away,  and  the  gathering  ground  is  entirely  free  from  habita¬ 
tion  or  other  possible  source  of  pollution.  The  water  which 
supplies  the  town  is  received  into  a  storage  reservoir,  and 
from  which  compensation  water  is  also  delivered  to  the 
riparian  owners  along  the  water  course  below  the  reservoir. 

The  water  which  comes  to  Morley  from  the  storage  reser¬ 
voir  is  first  treated  to  counteract  its  slightly  plumo  solvent 
action.  It  is  then  filtered  in  Turnover  Mechanical  Filters,  after 
which  it  is  received  into  two  service  reservoirs  situated  in 
Morley. 

It  is  then  distributed  throughout  the  town  and  to  the 
Ardsley  East  and  West  Urban  District  Council  area  adjoining 
Morley.  The  Ardsley  Council  receive  the  water  in  bulk  under 
agreement,  and  they  are  responsible  for  its  distribution. 

Am  agreement  is  also  in  operation  between  the  Morley 
Corporation  and  the  Halifax  Corporation,  by  which  Morley  is 
entitled  to  receive  a  supply  of  water  at  an  agreed  price. 

The  water  supply  is  “constant”  and  is  laid  on  to  prac¬ 
tically  every  house  in  Morley.  There  are  not  any  stand  pipe 
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services,  each  house  having  its  own  supply  through  taps  in 
the  houses. 

As  already  referred  to  in  this  report  there  is  very  little 
sub-soil  water  in  Morley,  and  the  surface  water  wells  have 
run  dry  or  otherwise  been  abolished  except  in  one  or  two 
instances. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  are  noi  rivers  in  Morley,  but  there  are  several  beck 
courses  which  eventually  run  either  into  the  River  Aire  or  the 
River  Calder.  The  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  Rivers  Board 
is  the  authority  for  dealing  with  pollution  of  running  water 
courses,  but  the  Morley  Town  Council  have  also>  in  the  past 
played  an  important  part  in  the  prevention  of  such  pollution. 

The1  Town  is  well  sewered,  except  in  one  instance,  where 
the  pollution  is  almost  negligible,  and  I  am  not  aware  that 
any  domestic  or  industrial  sewage  gain  direct  access  to  any 
stream. 

The  Corporation  have  Parliamentary  Powers  to  receive 
trade  effluent  into  their  sewers  upon  payment  by  the  manu¬ 
facturers  concerned,  and  by  these  means  rivers  pollution  has 
practically  ceased  in  Morley. 

The  Morley  Corporation  Sewage  Works  are  of  modern 
construction  and  the  character  of  the  effluent  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Rivers  Board. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  town  is  well  provided 
for,  and  any  future  work  required  in  this  direction  will  be 
chiefly  for  maintenance  and  development  as  the  town  grows. 

After  the  war  several  sewer  extensions  were  carried  out 
partly  to  relieve  distress  from  unemployment,  and  need  for 
sewers  was  then  fully  dealt  with. 
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So  far  as  I  am  aware  all  the  drains  and  sewers  are  con¬ 
structed  of  glazed  earthenware  socketted  pipes,  except  in  the 
case  of  some  of  the  larger  sewers  which  are  properly  con¬ 
structed  brick  culverts. 

There  are  a  few  cesspools  (probably  less  than  20)  in  con¬ 
nection  with  outlying  premises,  but  otherwise  all  the’  drains 
are  connected  with  sewers  which  eventually  discharge  on  to 
the  Corporation  Sewage  Works.  These  works  are  modern, 
and  no  complaints  have  reached  me  in  respect  to  any  nuisance 
arising  therefrom. 

Closet  Accommodation  (Abolition  of  Privy-Middens,  Etc.) 

The  abolition  of  the  insanitary  privv-middens  is  proceed¬ 
ing  as  rapidly  as  possible,  but  strikes,  shortage  of  that  par¬ 
ticular  type  of  labour  which  is  required,  and  from  other 
similar  causes,  more  rapid  progress  is  held  back.

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Dealing  with  the  houses  at  which  sewerage  and  water 
facilities  are  available, 

92.2  per  cent  have  already  been  provided  with  w.c.’s 
in  place  of  privies ;  and 
7.8  per  cent,  remain  yet  to  be  dealt  with. 

The  privies  at  these  houses  are  being  replaced  by  w.c.’s 
as  rapidly  as  circumstances  permit. 

It  is  evident  from  the  foregoing  figures  that  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  connection  with  the 
abolition  of  privies,  but  the  resulting  improvement  is  very 
considerable,  and  it  has  undoubtedly  prevent  much  sickness. 

During  the  war  period  this  class  of  work  was  suspended, 
otherwise  all  possible  conversions  would  have  already  been 
carried  out.  For  many  years  privies  have  been  prohibited  in 
Morley  except  where  unavoidable,  and  in  such  cases  (the  num¬ 
ber  of  which  is  almost  nil)  the  type  of  the  structure  is  possibly 
as  good  as  a  privy  can  be. 


Scavenging. 

During  the  past  27  years  the  Scavenging  has  been  carried 
out  by  the  Oorporaton  staff.  The  work  is  efficiently  carried 
out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  a 
Scavenging  Foreman. 

Motor  haulage  has  been  adopted  as  far  as  possible,  but 
so  long1  as  any  privies  remain  it  will  be  necessary  -o  retain  one 
or  two  horses  (two  at  present),  because  the  refuse  from  the 
privies  is  delivered  on  to  ploughed  land  which  is  inaccessible 
to  motor  waggons. 

The  motors  are  economical  as  compared  with  the  horses, 
and  the  rapid  transit  through  the  streets  is  more  satisfactory 
than  the  slow  moving  horse  drawn  vehicles. 
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The  privy-middens  are  emptied  twelve  times  a  year,  and 
probably  it  would  be  inadvisable  for  the  scavengers  to  pay 
more  frequent  visits,  because  the  accumulated  refuse  is  so 
small  that  a  more  frequent  disturbance  of  it  would  probably 
not  result  in  any  advantage.  Any  further  improvement 
should  be  obtained  by  their  conversion  to  w.c.’s,  as  is  being 
done. 

The  dustbins  are  emptied  weekly,  or  in  some  congested 
districts  where  necessary  they  are  emptied  twice  a  week. 

In  theory  the  dustbin  system  is  a  very  satisfactory 
method  of  house  refuse  disposal,  but  it  is  abused  so  much 
that  in  practice  it  falls  far  short  of  that  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ment  which  it  otherwise  would  be. 

Very  large  quantities  of  vegetable  and  other  refuse  are 
deposited  in  the  bins,  which  considerably  add  to  the  cost  and 
difficulties  of  collection  and  disposal.  All  such  refuse  should 
be  burnt  in  the  kitchen  fire,  which  in  this  district  would  be 
an  easy  matter  because  of  the  type  of  fireplace  which  is  in 
general  use. 


All  the  privy-midden  refuse  is  sold  to  the  local  farmers  at 
1/-  per  load,  and  the  demand  for  it  is  far  in  excess  of  the 
supply.  Part  of  the  refuse  from  the  bins  is  deposited  on  to 
a  tip  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  and  the  remainder 
is  delivered  without  charge  on  to  farm  land.  It  has  some 
manorial  value,  but  in  addition  it  is  of  service  in  linhteninn 
the  heavy  land. 

One  or  sometimes  two  tip  attendants  are  engaged  on  the 
tip  SO1  as  to  prevent  it  becoming  a  source  of  nuisance,  and  they 
appear  to  succeed  in  doing  this. 

The  tipping  of  house  refuse  may  not  be  an  ideal  method 
of  disposal,  but  if  a  tip  is  carefully  attended  to,  very  much  of 
the  nuisance  can  be  obviated.  Outbreaks  of  fire  are  often  a 
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source  of  nuisance  and  expense,  but  in  Morley  tbis  source  of 
trouble  is  successfully  guarded  against. 

Approximately  5,225  tons  of  the  refuse  which  is  collected 
is  tipped  on  the  Corporation  tip,  and  3,766  tons  of  dry  ashes 
and  privy-midden  refuse  is  delivered  to  farmers. 

The  total  net  cost  of  the  scavenging  for  the  financial  year 
commencing  April  1st,  was  £2,299  9s.  3d.,  which  includes 
the  wages  and  other  expenses  connected  with  two  men  who 
are  engaged  in  the  systematic  cleansing  of  house  gullies. 

The  cleansing  of  house  gullies  is  work  which  from  past 
experience  has  proved  itself  to  be  well  worth  the  small  cost, 
and  it  ensures  that  these  gullies  get  at  least  periodical  cleans¬ 
ing  and  flushing.  Such  cleansing  is  of  special  value  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  congested  and  other  parts  of  the  town. 

Sanitary  Inspection. 

The  whole  area  of  the  Borough  is  regularly  inspected, 
and  close  supervision  is  exercised  so  as  to  obtain  early  intima¬ 
tion  of  conditions  which  are  or  may  become  nuisances  or  dan¬ 
gerous  to  health. 

Food  Stores  or  Factories. 

Constant  supervision  is  given  of  all  premises  wherein 
human  food  is  either  stored  or  prepared,  and  these  places  are 
generally  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Occasionally,  however,  cause  for  complaint  arises  where 
for  instance  a  householder  will  commence  a  small  business  in 
baking  and  selling  confectionery,  groceries,  ice  cream,  etc. 
The  house  is  jointly  used  as  a  dwelling  and  a  shop,  the  result 
of  which  is  unsatisfactory  in  almost  every  instance.  The 
domestic  arrangements  are  often  crowded  out,  and  it  becomes 
necessary  to  put  a  stop  to  the  business. 
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The  making  and  selling  of  ice  cream  from  dwelling 
houses  is  a  constant  source  of  trouble,  but  its  manufacture 
and  sale  is  effectively  controlled  by  constant  supervision. 

There  is  one  place  in  the  town  where  a  large  portion  of 
the  ice  cream  sold  in  Morley  is  prepared,  and  some  of  the 
retailers  are  supplied  wholesale  from  that  place.  It  is  specially 
adapted  for  making  ice  cream,  and  is  in  a  satisfactory  condi¬ 
tion. 

There  are  not  any  underground  bakehouses  in  Morley. 
They  are  all  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition,  and  this  refers 
particularly  to  three  large  bakeries  specially  built  and  adapted 
for  such  use.  The  baking  of  bread  in  cottage  houses  for  sale 
from  the  house  is  discouraged,  but  instances  recur  from  time 
to  time. 

Fried  Fish  Shops. 

These  are  regularly  inspected,  but  little  cause  for  com¬ 
plaint  arises.  The  delay  in  the  removal  of  empty  fish  tubs 
actually  gives  more  trouble  than  anything  connected  with  the 
trade. 

From  time  to  time  there  is  some  effluvia  given  oh  the  fry¬ 
ing  pans  when  in  use,  but  generally  the  businesses  are  carried 
on  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  make  it  necessary  for  the  Town 
Council  to  schedule  them  as  offensive  trades. 

There  is  no  frying  in  oil,  and  the  food  which  is  prepared 
there  is  invariably  wholesome  and  satisfactory. 

The  small  week-end  market  which  is  held  in  the  town  is 
regularly  inspected. 

Many  years  ago  this  was  a  source  of  worry  to  the  depart¬ 
ment  on  account  of  the  low  class  of  food  which  many  of  the 
vendors  brought  into  the  town  for  sale.  Now -a- days  this  has 
changed  and  there  is  little  cause  for  complaint  in  that  direc¬ 
tion. 
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Generally  the  foodstuffs  which  are  prepared  or  offered  for 
sale  in  the  town  are  satisfactory,  but  as  already  stated  the 
environment  under  which  some  of  it  is  occasionally  prepared 
or  sold  at  least  shows  the  necessity  for  the  usual  inspections 
to  be  made. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  legally  (seize  any  article  of 
human  food  deposited  for  sale  or  in  preparation  for  sale  during 
the  year,  but  on  several  occasions  unsound  food  has  been 
voluntarily  destroyed  upon  the  Inspector  calling1  the  owner’s 
attention  to  its  condition. 

Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

The  position  with  regard  to  the  production  and  sale  of 
milk  is  as  follows  :  —

Morley  is  a  small  textile  manufacturing  town  with  agri¬ 
cultural  areas  within  the  Borough,  and  also  surrounded  by  a 
belt  of  agricultural  land.  This  puts  the  district  in  a  very 
favourable  position  with  regard  to  its  fresh  milk  supply. 

Milk  is  produced  at  only  two  farms  in  Morley  which  is 
sent  to  other  adjoining  districts  for  sale,  but  on  the  other  hand 
many  retailers  come  into  Morley  from  the  surrounding  dis¬ 
tricts. 

I  am  not  aware  that  any  train  borne  fresh  milk  conies 


into  Morley,  but  there  is  a  small  amount  of  skimmed  milk 
imported  by  the  bakery  proprietors. 


The  position  with  regard  to  milk  supplies  has  improved 
during  the  past  few  years,  and  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the 
“Certified”  and  '‘Graded”  qualities  of  milk  are  in  growing 
demand. 

There  are  not  any  producers  of  this  class  of  milk  in  Mor¬ 
ley,  but  three  such  producers  import  it  into  the  town,  and  the 
Corporation  have  given  a  lead  in  its  use  by  supplying  it  to 
the  Hospital  and  Maternity  Home. 

Five  new  milk-houses  have  been  provided  at  various  farms 
during  the  year,  so  as  to  make  proper  facilities  for  handling 
and  storing  the  milk. 

Definite  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  erection  of 
a;  new  cowshed  for  twelve  cows  in  place  of  a  very  objection¬ 
able  one  on  the  same  farm,  and  the  work  is  already  in  hand. 
In  addition  to  this  another  cowshed  is  being  dealt  with,  and 
this  will  either  be  put  in  a  satisfactory  condition  or  its  use  as 
a  cowshed  will  cease. 

The  cowsheds  and  milk  places  are  kept  in  a  fairly  satis¬ 
factory  condition,  but  constant  pressure  must  be  exercised  to 
keep  them  even  up  to  “fairly  satisfactory,”  and  I  am  fully 
aware  there  is  generally  room  for  much  improvement  in  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  and  other  matters  connected  with  the 
production  of  milk. 

The  producers  of  “graded”  milk  have  clearly  shown  what 
can  be  done  in  this  direction,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  all 
producers  and  retailers  should  be  compelled  to  bring  their 
standard  up  to  that  which  is  insisted  upon  in  respect  to  the 
production  of  “graded”  milk. 

The  Town  Council  have  decided  to  put  in  force  a  system¬ 
atic  veterinary  inspection  of  dairy  cows,  and  the  inspection 
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commenced  on  January  1st,  1926.  Such  a  step  is  very  much 
to  be  desired,  but  the  actual  benefit  arising  therefrom  cannot 
be  dealt  with  until  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  of  Animals  Order, 
1925,  are  being  rigidly  applied,  and  this,  coupled  with  the 
veterinary  inspections  already  referred  to,  will  ensure  that 
the  milk  which  is  produced  in  Morley  is  safeguarded  from 
infection  in  that  respect. 

Only  one  tuberculous  animal  was  found  from  the  date  of 
the  Order  coming  into  force  to  the  end  of  the  year.  It  was 
slaughtered  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Order. 


Slaughter  Houses  and  Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  10  slaughter-houses  and  four  premises  on 
which  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  Morley,  of  which  191 
inspections  have  been  made,  and  two  carcases  of  mutton  and 
a  tuberculous  carcase  of  beef  were  condemned  and  destroyed. 

One  of  the  slaughter-houses  is  a  large,  well-adapted 
building  in  which  more  than  half  of'  the  animals  slaughtered 
in  Morley  are  killed,  and  this  fact  makes  slaughter-house 
inspection  less  difficult  than  would  otherwise  be  the  case. 
One  or  two  of  the  slaughter-houses  are  not  in  regularly  weekly 
use. 

The  premises  are  kept  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition, 
and  the  animals  which  are  killed  in  Morlev  for  food  are  of  a 
very  good  quality. 

There  is  not  any  suspicious  trade  in  low  grade  food 
animals  in  Morley,  and  all  butchers  carry  on  their  businesses 
with  a  certain  amount  of  pride. 

T1  lore  are  9  offensive  trades  registered  in  Morley  which 
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are  carried  on  at  4  separate  premises,  viz.:  —

In  only  a  few  instances  has  it  been  necessary  to  complain 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  businesses  have  been  conducted. 
Two  cases  had  reference  to  a  lack  of  cleanliness,  one  was  in 
respect  to  the  disposal  of  refuse  from  g*ut  scraping,  and  in 
another  instance  the  cause  of  complaint  was  on  account  of 
effluvia  from  gut  scraping  and  tripe  boiling. 

The  premises  are  generally  kept  in  a  satisfactory  state  of 
cleanliness  and  otherwise  kept  in  a  fair  decent  condition. 

Common  Lodging  Houses,  and  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  Morley,  and 
only  in  two  instances  are  there  premises  in  which  the  tenan¬ 
cies  are  other  than  the  ordinary  working  class  tenancy.  The 
two  premise's  referred  to  consist  of  rooms  which  are  let  off  to 
several  families  as  combined  living  room  and  bedroom.  This 
is  a  kind  of  tenancy  which  is  not  in  favour  in  Morley,  and  will 
not  be  allowed  to  continue  when  the  housing  conditions 
become  normal.  There  is  therefore  no  need  for  the  adoption 
of  byelaws  to  regulate  these. 

There  are  no  underground  sleeping  rooms  in  Morley,  and 
in  consequence  there  is  no  need  for  action  under  Section  18 
(1)  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1925. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  including  the  water  supply  of  the 
schools  is  well  maintained  and  all  the  conveniences  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  schools  are  on  the  water  carriage  system.  The 
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Town  Council  is  tlie  Local  Education  Authoritv,  and  they 
are  rather  keen  on  keeping  the  several  school  premises  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  With  this  end  in  view  the  officers  of 
the  Health  Department  pay  visits  of  inspection  to  the  schools 
from  time  to  time. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

More  black  smoke  is  emitted  from  the  factory  chimnies 
in  Morley  than  would  be  the  case  if  reasonable  care  was  exer¬ 
cised.  It  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  several  per¬ 
sons  responsible  for  the  smoke  nuisance  do  not  make  a 
voluntary  and  bona-fide  attempt  to  play  their  part  in  ridding 
the  country  of  the  pall  of  smoke  which  perpetually  overhangs 
the  land. 

The  exclusion  of  sunshine  from  this  cause  has  undoubtedly 
a  detrimental  eifect  on  public  health.  The  emission  of  dense 
smoke  is  responsible  for  many  windows  being  kept  closed 
which  would  otherwise  remain  constantly  open  throughout 
long  periods  of  fine  weather.  It  adds  considerably  to  the 
difficulty  and  expense  of  keeping  the  home  clean,  and  it  inter¬ 
feres  with  the  growth  and  development  of  all  animal  and 
vegetable  life,  human  life  in  particular.  It  is  an  error  to  con¬ 
clude,  as  many  do,  that  the  emission  of  dense  smoke  into  the 
atmosphere  is  necessary.  It  is  a  direct  financial  loss  to  the 
person  who  pays  for  the  fuel,  and  they  will  be  well  advised  to 
thoroughly  grasp  that  fact  and  put  a  stop  to  the  nuisance, 
otherwise  pressure  must  be  brought  to  bear  such  as  will  com¬ 
pel  an  abatement  of  the  nuisance.  It  can  be  done  as  is  proved 
by  some  of  the  factory  chimnies  in  Morley,  and  I  hope  every¬ 
body  concerned  will  take  heed  and  make  a  real  effort  to  remove 
all  cause  for  further  complaint. 

Other  Condition, s  Requiring  Notice. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  other  important  matters  of  sani¬ 
tary  environment  which  have  called  for  special  attention 
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during  the  past  year  or  which  demand  special  attention  now 
and  which  have  not  been  included  in  the  foregoing  statement. 


Inspection  of  Factories  and  Workshops. 

The  factories  and  workshops  are  frequently  visited,  and 
during  the  year  206  inspections  were  made.  In  18  instances 
there  was  cause  for  complaint  in  respect  to  want  of  cleanliness 
or  other  matters.  Generally  the  premises  are  well  kept,  and 
it  is  only  occasionally  that  there  is  any  need  to  complain. 
There  are  not  any  underground  bakehouses  in  Morley,  neither 
are  there  anv  out  workers  who  take  work  home  from  the  fac- 

t/ 

tories  or  workshops. 


Housing. 

Housing  continues  to  be  a  matter  which  calls  for  very 
careful  consideration  followed  by  energetic  action,  and  even 
though  the  question  is  not  yet  disposed  of  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  it  is  becming  less  acute  in  Morley. 

The  Town  Council  have  approached  the  subject  with  a 
determination  to  provide  a  sufficient  number  of  houses,  and  I 
have  nothing  but  praise  for  their  efforts. 

During  the  year  (1925)  48  houses  were  erected  by  the 
Corporation,  and  only  two  were  erected  by  private  enterprise. 
This  makes  a  total  of  216  houses  erected  by  the  Corporation 
since  the  war,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  a  further 
98  either  in  progress,  or  their  erection  being  prepared  for. 

In  deciding  how  far  they  will  proceed  with  the  erection 
of  dwelling  houses  the  Town  Council  will  bear  in  mind  the 
fact  that  the  1921  census  showed  a  decrease  m  the  population 
of  Morley,  and  in  addition  there  is  no  reason  to.  anticipate  a 
large  increase  in  the  near  future. 
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Tlie  number  of  applications  for  tenancies  of  tlie  Corpora¬ 
tion  bouses  is  not  a  real  indication  of  the  number  of  new 
bouses  required,  because  many  of  them  desire  to  move  from 
those  which  they  occupy  to  more  suitable  ones.  That  of 
course  will  leave  the  vacated  houses  for  others  to  move  into, 
and  there  are  many  people  who  prefer  to  have  such  a  house 
rather  than1  one  of  the  more  expensive  new  ones. 

Many  of  the  applicants  for  new  houses  are,  on  account  of 
their  dirty  habits,  etc.,  unsuitable  as  tenants.  Their  desire 
to  live  in  a  better  house  than  the  ones  which  they  now  occupy, 
may  be  an  indication  that  they  wish  to  improve  their  ways, 
and  I  hope  it  is.  They  must  first  do  this  and  then  no  doubt  the 
Town  Council  will  be  pleased  to  accept  them  as  tenants  and 
thus  afford  opportunities  for  their  increased  comfort. 

Overcrowding  is  becoming  less  prevalent  and  I  have  con¬ 
fidence  that  the  Town  Council  will  see  that  a  sufficient  number 
of  dwellings  will  be  provided  to  meet  all  requirements. 
Many  cases  have  been  relieved  both  during  the  past  year  and 
in  previous  years  by  the  Corporation  giving  tenancies  of  new 
houses  to  such  persons  as  lived  in  overcrowded  houses.  There 
are  a  few  houses  which  will  be  closed  when  an  opportune  time 
arrives,  but  it  would  scarcely  be  advisable  to  insist  upon  that 
being  done  at  the  moment. 

There  is  also  a  block  of  twelve  houses  which  are  in  bad 
repair,  but  so  long  as  their  present  owner  retains  possession 
there  is  little  prospect  of  them  being  made  satisfactory 
because  he  has  not  the  means  to  pay  for  it.  It  appeared  these 
would  be  closed,  but  now  there  is  a  prospect  of  a  change  in 
ownership.  The  new  owner  will  do  all  necessary  repairs  such 
as  will  give  the  houses  a  new  lease  of  life. 

Both  the  structural  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  dwelling 
houses  in  Morley  are  being  well  maintained,  notwithstanding 
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the  many  difficulties,  and  a  very  considerable  amount  of  good 
work  has  been  done  which  has  not  been  recorded  as  having- 
been  done  under  the  Housing  Regulations. 

It  has  been  felt  that  for  the  time  being  the  provisions 
contained  in  tbe  Morley  Corporation  Acts  could  be  well  made 
use  of  in  securing  such  improvements  as  could  be  put  in  hand 
at  present  and  that  accounts  for  the  Housing  Regulations  not 
having  been  made  more  use  of. 

Now  that  the  conversion  of  privies  to  water  closets  is 
nearing  completion  more  time  will  become  available  for  that 
which  may  be  termed  routine  inspections  under  the  Housing 
Regulations. 

Progress  is  being  made  in  all  matters  relating  to  housing 
and  the  provision  for  domestic  comfort  is  made  in  all  dwell¬ 
ings  now  erected  very  far  in  advance  of  that  which  was>  the 
case  even  only  a  few  years  ago. 

92  houses  have  been  inspected  during  the  year  under 
the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  78  of  which 
were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  14  had  de¬ 
fects  which  were  satsfactorily  dealt  with  after  service  of 
notice  upon  the  owners. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  many  house  tenants  appear  to 
think  that  if  they  pay  their  reTit  they  are  entitled  to  abuse  the 
use  of'  the  house  they  live  in,  and  feel  quite  secure  under  the 
protection  which  the  Rent  Act  gives  a  good  tenant.  The 
owners  have  and  are  being  very  badly  treated  by  some  tenants 
and  they  are  often  obliged  to  spend  considerable  sums  of 
money  in  repairing  damage  which  should  never  have  been 
done.

Special  Causes  of  Sickness. 

During*  the  five  years’  period  now  under  review  there  has 
not  been  any  outstanding  prevalence  of  sickness  or  any  condi¬ 
tions  of  occupation  or  environment  which  appear  to  have  a 
prejudicial  effect  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants.  In  stating 
that  fact,  however,  I  do  not  fail  to  keep  in  mind  the  proba¬ 
bility  that  the  general  shortage  of  housing  accommodation 
throughout  the  country  cannot  be  other  than  detrimental  to 
both  the  physical  and  moral  welfare  of  the  inhabitants,  and 
even  though  I  have  not  any  special  instance  in  my  mind 
where  housing  conditions  have  actually  been  the  cause  of 
isickness  I  refer  to  this  so  as  to  urge  the  Town  Council  to 
continue  their  good  work  towards  providing  a  sufficiency  of 
good  habitable  dwellings  for  the  people. 


Enteric  Fever. 

INTo  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  reported  during  the  j^ear, 
and  so  far  as  I  am  aware  this  is  the  first  occasion  upon  which 
the  Borough  has  been  free  from  notification  of  Enteric  Fever 
for  a;  whole  year.  The  recurrence  of  this  fever  has  been 
growing  less  and  less  during  these  past  few  years,  and  prob¬ 
ably  that  is  the  result  of  the  foul  privy-middens  having  been 
to  a  large  extent  abolished.  A  death  from  Enteric  Fever  was 
registered  during  the  year  of  a  young  man  whose  home  was 
in,  Morley,  but  be  died  at  a  seaside  town,  from  which  place 
the  death  was  transferred  to  Morley. 


Diphtheria. 

35  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  29  in  1924  and  26  in  1923.  3  deaths  were 

registered.  These  cases  are  not  removed  to  hospital  in  Morley 
but  the  Town  Council  have  given  careful  consideration  to  the 
question  of  adapting  the  hospital  for  their  reception,  but  it 
has  not  yet  been  decided  to  do  so.  This  ailment  does  not 
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show  any  signs  of  becoming  less  prevalent,  but  it  is  my 
opinion  that  we  should  have  fewer  cases  if  the  first  ones  could 
be  removed  to  hospital.  Anti-toxin  is  provided  by  the  Town 
Council  to  the  Medical  Men  free  of  charge  for  use  in  Morley. 
It  is  available  to  them  day  and  night  upon  their  request. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Forty  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  29  in  1924 
and  60  in  1923.  All  the  40  cases  Avere  removed  to  the  hospital, 
and  all  recovered. 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

The  Borough  has  been  practically  free  from  both  these 
ailments  during  the  year,  and  no  deaths  have  been  recorded 
in  respect  to  either. 

Erysipelas. 

11  cases  of  Erysipelas  AA^ere  notified,  but  no  deaths  Avere 
registered. 


Pneumonia. 

64  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  reported  during  the  year, 
and  28  deaths  were  registered,  as  compared  Avith  39  cases  for 
1924.  None  of  these  Cases  were  removed  to  the  hospital.
